Railway, that road must for a time at least 
be a burthen to tho country. Hotliouyht, 
however, that by tho project which ho 
■was about to lay before them, it miglit ho 
made not only to cover the cost of work- 
ing, butto yield a sinall return to tho 
rovonue. The question to which hn re- 
ferred was communicating between I'hig- 
laud and Europe via what was known as 
the Newfoundland route, which had first 
been brought before tho country by Mr. 
Sandford I'lcming in his report upcin tii'j 
Intercolonial Itaihvay. lie then [jrcicecd- 
od briefly to sketch tiie principal ndvaii- 
tagoa of tho route. Hon gentlemen wore 
doubtless aware that thccity of St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, was the most easterly 
point on the continent of America, and 
that Valontia, in Ireland, was the most 
■westerly point in Europe. The distance 
between these two ])lacos was not luoru 
than half as groat as by tho present route 
between New York and Europe. By means 
of tho route which he proposed the journey 
from London to Valontia would occuiiy Hi 
hours, from Yalcntia to St. Johns miglit 
be accomplished in 100 hours, by slcuni- 
Bhip; from St. Johus a journey by rail- 
way across tho Island to St. (.Jeorgos on 
the west coast might be accomplished in 
about eight hours; the distance from St. 
Georges to Shippegan, a point on the Iri- 
• tercolonial, would occnjiy about 1(5 hours; 
from thenco to Quebec wouhl ho Itihoiir.i 
longer, and in 10 honr.s inori! a jiorson 
might bo set 'down in Montreal, inn king in 
all about IGO hours; or from li to l^i ilays 
for tho round trip, instead of about 23 as 
at^^sept. ^e pointed pat also, besides 
tfie gfeafsaving in time,' the advantages 
' iu point of comfort in freedom from 
danger. Ho also sliowod the vast magni- 
tude of tho passenger traflic, and the in- 
crease which it was likely to undergo. 
There was no doubt that the principal 
Tonte ocross Newfoundland was only a 
summer route; but it should be borne in 
mind that a greater jsart of tlie traffic took 
place in tho summer months. I5ut lieeon- 
teudcd that a winter route could bo open- 
ed by building a railway acro,ss New- 
foundland. There were also indirect ad- 
vantages which might fairly ho oxpci'ted 
to be derived from such a project. Onr 
polioj; ■would compel us to vote a great 
deal-of money for public works. In order 
to do that, we would have to eiicouriigo 
emigration to this country; and if \re suf- 
ceedeil in building the Vaciiie rail way and 
the route ho advocati.'d was (ijn'iied up, 
we would then have a direct route to Lon- 
don, — and would then for tho first time 
bring British Columbia and the Facile 
■within ton days of London. As tho In- 
. tercolonial llailway was nearly Jinishod, 
a.s the I'acilic was soon to be comiiicncod, 
and as there was every prosjiect of I'rinco 
Edward Island coming into tijo Coiifoilcr- 
ation, ho thought time would not be lost 
if a Committee of the House were struck 
to inquire into the matter and to secure 
information about it. He moved that a 
select Committee of this HoubO be ap- 
pointed to enquire into and report upon 
tho be.it and most direct route for mails 
and passengers bpt\v<>eii the Doniiiiion 
and London, England; saiil Coniniiltee to 
be composed of the following mcinliers, 
namely: Hon. Mr. Campbell, Messrs. 
•Anglin, Fortin, Young (^[ontreal. Mc- 
Kay, Young (Waterldo) , and the mover. 

Mr. Aiiglin rejoiced that a member com- 
ing from Ontario had moved in tliis mat- 
ter. It was trui tiiat the imiiortancoof the 
subject could not bo overestiiuated, and 
it was also true that tho time for opening 
up this route hud not come till now, lic- 
causo tho Intercolonial Kailway had ())ily 
nearly reached completion and the I'acilic 
"was just being 'unnnicnce.d. The lion, 
mombor who moved the resolution point- 
ed out so clearly the advantages of such 
a project that ho (Mr. Anglin) nocd not 
niako any lengthy remarks on the subject. 
Ho then rcforri'il to the s(.'a vciyagi! thut 
would be diminished if miciia route wcio 
opened. There was no iiisupm-alilc dilii- 
cnlty iu constructing a railway through 
Newfoundland; and tho oxpondituro for 
Buch a work trould bo very trivial in com- 
parison with tho results to be derived 
from it. And such a railway would give 
to tho people of tliiit cdluny a very consid- 
erable inducement to enter tho Union. 
Ho hoped tho Committeo would bring to 
the House such information as would 
justify it in taking action in tho matter. 

Bt. Hon.. Sir John A. Macdonald said 
ho believ6d it was the universal consent 
of tho HoiiBO that a committee should be 
appointed to emiuirc into this matter. 
. This House and tlii* Ministry would be 
• 'Tf0ry grateful to tho honorable member for 
'*'f6(3 manner in which ho had taken up this 
matter... ; Ho had not only gone into tho 
advantages. vrbigh 'WQuId be derived from 
it, but Iffitr also been caroful to point out 
tho difliculties tliat might lie exjicrioncod. 
Ho (Sir John) would unggcst to Ids hon- 
orable friend that one of tho ^jrincipal ad- 
-yantages would be that it would avoid a 
great deal of sea sibknosfl."

oil now in use in the Dopartiucnt. Wo 
nro gratified to know that the result of 
the exiHTiuionts is in the highest de- 
gree satisfactory. It is found that, 
quite equal to the colzti oil ia every 
other respect, it is nnpcrior to it in the 
very important iiarticiilar of giving a 
more brilliant li,L,'lit. Italso possesses 
the advautaL^o of cheapness. The col- 
za oil introduced for I'ederal purposes 
does not, of course, pay any duty; and 
yet it costs, delivered, here about one 
dollar a gallon. Imperial ineLisin'(>. The 
duty would, of i'our.se, make il ciuisid- 
erably more. Tlio dog-lish (jil, iu the 
pure condition essential for such pur- 
poses, can be supplied now for si.vty- 
two and a half cents per Imperial gal- 
lon. It seems not improbable that, 
•with n better market and more scienti- 
tic process of obtaining and oxtractiii,:,' 
the oil, it may bo su])plied atlifty cents 
n gallon. It will thus bo seen tli.it the 
domestic article is sujrerior to the im- 
ported in one most important quality, 
while it will oidy cost about one-half. 
But there is still another con.sideration 
to r«COmmend the dog-lisli oil. -The 
price of it will be kept ia the country 
and will find its way into the pockets 
of local industry, whereas, twice tho 
, price of it has been going out of tho 
country to enrich the foreign manufac- 
turer. To some this may seem a small 
matter. It may bo comparatively small 
now; yet it is tho beginning of an im- 
portant industry — the commcncoment 
of tho development of a resource des- 
tined to enter largely, we trust, into 
tho exports of the country, now that 
American markets are about being 
thrown open to it. In former articles 
we alluded to the superior facilities 
<for iaking the dog-lish proaoutedin our 
waters, and to the remunerativeness of 
this braaeb of marine industiy. Like 
all others in British Columbia, it is yet 
in its infancy, and we rejoice to hear 
tbot Capt. Cooper (to whom no little 
credit is duo in this matter) will lose 
no time in introducing this oil into t!ie 
various lighthouses under his superin- 
tendence, as this step will tend to 
bring the oil into more favorable and 
extended notice and give an impetus 
to the business of procuring it.
